the vote stood about 4,000,000 for the Govern-
ment to nearly 3,500,000 for the opposition,
giving the empire a majority o only 500,000,
When we take into the account the wvast
patronage of the Government throngh the
agency of the military and civil services, the
actual majority of the unbiassed and impartial
voters of the country was clearly against the
imperial regime, and long before the nexi
sextennial election the nominal Government
majority will be swallowed ap.  Then Franco
will doubtless again be in a revolutioasry
ferment. By resort to an adroit system of
serrymandering, the legislative districts have
soen 8o carved ont as to practically dis.
franchige the opposition voters in all sections
of the country except the large contres of
population, like Paris, Lyons, and Muarsaillas,
Althongh the Government majority was less
than seven per cent. of the agaregate vots,
the Imperial candidates roturned numbar two
hundred and thirteen, while the total of oppo.
sition candidates who have heen snceesstal is
but seventy-seven, of whom thirty-five are
classed as Radicals and forty-two as Indspen-
dents, If the bonndaries of the districts ave
to remain as at present, the chances are that
at the next election the Government will be
able to secure a clear majority in the populas
branch of the Legislalure, even though it
should stand in a minority before the peopla,
This result would be only less disastrons to
the security of the Bounaparte dynasty than a
round opposition majority in the Corps Lagis-
latif.

But six years must elapse before the next
general appeal to the people, and six years
constitute a long period in the history of
France. In the past, Paris has frognently
deoided the fate of the conntry. The Gov-
ernment, in the first election, hald on th.

It is probable that the Protestant party in
the Episcopal Chvreh place too high an esti-
mate on the influence and importance of the
ritnalists; but the existence of a body of men in
the heart of a Protestant denomination who
draw their religions ideas and practices from
the dark ages will always be a souree of trou-
ble and discontent, and will ultimately lead
to a dismemberment of the Church, unless
something is done to echeck their perform-
ances and to define the rites, ceromonies, and
belief of the Church in sueh a plain and nn-
mistakable manner that there will be no ex-
cuse for wistuking their weaning.

There is one important consideration, how-
ever, whieh it behooves the membars of the
convention and all other anti-ritualists not to
lose sight of. The ritualists—properly so
called—are now few in number, However ob-
stinately they may have insisted on earrying
ont their own views, they have never yet ap-
peared as an aggressive aud contentions party
in the Church. They have contrived to throw
on their opponents the onus of quarrelsome-
nesg, bad temper, and violence; and the Low
Church parfy, with all the right on its side,
hns consequently been placed of a disadvan-
toge, and Lns secured for its opponents an
amount of sympathy which they otherwise
would not have obtained.

If the Chieago Convention expects to ac-
complish any real good, its deliberations mnst
be conducted ealmly, dispassionately, and in
the mosi libernl Christian spirit, Otherwise,
its only result will be to produce a schism in
the Church and cause a soandal which will se-
riously damage Episcopalinnism and bring the
Chiristinn religion into disrepute,

If the digenssion of the important guestions
brought before it is conducted in a proper
spirit, the eonvention ean do much good, and
its action and eonclusions will be heartily en-
dorsed by genuine Profestauts everywhere,

If the matters undar dispute, however,
cannot be arranged to the satisfaction of all
purties, it would perhaps be bLetter that a
separation should take place, and Hpiscopa-
Hans everywhere be called upon to declure
their principles clearly snd definitely, whether
Protestant or otherwise, Buch a disunion
wounld be a mattor of l'ug.‘ﬂ'. bt it would be
far better than a continuation of the prasent
soandalous sguabble,

The Episcopal Chureh represents munch of
the wealth, intelleet, and mental culinre of
the nation, and its respousibilitios ure propor-
tionably great, It cannot be denied, how-
ever, that it influenco has been seriously
injured by the quarrals betwoan the High and
the Low Church parties, which, on many oc-
casions, las been waged with a Ditterness
that is anything bul in sccordance with the
gpirit and principles. of Uhwistinnity,

Just s the Prosbyterians huve succesdod in
reconciling their differences, and effecting o
union which will enable them to present an
unbroken front in the great contest that the
Chureh of Christ is called upon to WAgE un-
ceasingly with the kingdom of win, Satin, and
death, it would be partienlarly unforlunste if
& break in the Episcopal Chnreh should taks
place.

One great cause, howevge of the wgakness,
the want of influence, &e oui difi-

oultios of the Episcopll Church, is its arro.
gant position townrds other denmominations,
and ity assnmption of a superiority whish its
performances in the spreading of Christianity
cannot elaim for it. It in true that a large
number of Episcopulinne repudiate such
ideas of superiority, but it is also true that
the Church, as o Churoly, halds them; and so
long a8 it does deny the wight of thosa out-
gide of its communion to preach the gospel
and administer the sasoraments, refusing to
affiliato with them in promoting the oanse of
Christianity, so long will it be unpopular with
a great masy of the people, and unable to cope
with any decided effeel with the powers of
sin and Satan,

The work which the Chvistinn Ohuroh i«
called upon to perform is too important, and
the wickedness in high places and low places
is too gront for Christians, whether olergymen
or laymen, to ba wasting their time and enor
gies in pitiful squabbles about snch silly sah
jects ns ritnalism, snd in  gqnarrels about
denominational differences  which  have
nothing to do with the principles of Chris-
tinnity, and which onght te be decided wholly
by individnal preferences,
